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The Wilmington Board of Ap- 
peals may hand down a decision 
‘ Thursday evening on whether or 
not to allow a variance on 
property on South Main Street, 
for the purpose of allowing a 
supermarket to be constructed 
there. The decision, if it is 
made, will be during the regu- 
lar board meeting. 

In a hearing last Thursday 
night, Messrs Warren Snith of 
Thurston Avenue and Richard 
Wilkinson of Reading told the 
board that a firm was willing 
to build a $300,000 Supermar- 
ket, opposite to Gildart’s gar 
age, if the variance was grant 
ed. The building, would occupy 
about 30,000 square feet. It 
would have a front of about 
175 feet, and be about 150 
feet deep. A covered loading 
area would be provided adja- 
cent to the building, with 
parking space in front for 
279 cars. About 50 employees 
would work in the building, 
most of whom were expected to 
be local people. 

The proposal for a variance 
is for land owned by Mrs Sadie 
Griffith. It was opposed by 
two families dwelling on Kier- 
nan Avenue, who argued that 
the work there would effect 
the water table, and flood 
their cellars, and that it 
would put their homes near a 
business zone. Mr Hale, of the 
Board pointed out that the 
residents would be about 250 
feet from the proposed build - 
ing. 

Also opposing was Atty Wil- 
liam P Homans Jr of 1 Court 
Street Boston, representing 
the Gildart Chevrolet Company. 
Atty Homans was accompanied by 
the bookkeeper of the Gildart 
Company. Homans argued that a 
variance was to be granted if 
it could be shown that the 
land w8s suffering a hardship,

nice. It was a feather in our cap. It doesn't 
help to reduce the tax rate now, but it certain 
ly will in the fulture, and because of that we 
can be happy. 

We aren't the kid who bit into the sour apple, 
but we feel that one phase of the maneuvers 
that led into the towns receiving an AA rating 
should be related. Namely and to wit: A fair 
proportion of the town's bonds was held hy one 
of the companies that was instrumental in hav- 
ing the rating changed. By reason of the change 
when it became effective, that company was able 
to rediscount those bonds, making a profit that 
paid for the efforts. 

In other words, that company, while it was be- 
ing an angel to the Town of Wilmington also 
scooped in a little manna for itself. We aren't 
mad at the company, or anything like that, 
please understand. In face we think that it 
should be congratulated on its astuteness. 


LIGHT RATES 


We do not profess to be able to correctly ans- 
wer questions about the new electric light 
rates. Several persons at least have called us 
and asked, but our answer has been to call the 
Reading Electric light and find out from the 
source. 

There will be a decrease in the minimum bill. 
The way we figure it, we formerly paid $9,00 
for the first two hundred kilo-watt hours, and 
there was a 10 percent discount, which brought 
the bill to $8.10. Now there is no discount, 
but the first two hundred hours will cost 
$7.50. 

After the first 200 hours we paid at the rate 
of $17 per thousand kwh, and there was a 10% 
discount. Now we shall pay at the rate of, $25 
per thousand kwh. In other words the home that 
ises more than the bare minimum will find that 
costs have increased, or at least so it seems. 
All this is without an electric hot water 


heater, which we understand will have a spec- 
ial rate, or a special gadget, or some thing. 
Another question we have been asked is why 
Wilmington has-no representation on the Light 
Board, and further why Wilmington cannot be 
told about what is going on. 
The Commissioners are elected by the people 
of the Town of Reading. They represent the 
ower, who is the Town of Reading. They may 
also be said to represent the towns of Wilm— 
ington, North Reading and Lynnfield, inasmuch 
as their company services these towns. 
Why they cannot tell the people of Wilmington 


what is going on is a question that only they 
can answer. ,

Gilbert W. Stanford, manager, 
of the Reading Municipal Light 
Department, conferred with the 
Lynnfield Board of Selectmen, 
last evening, and advised the 
board that the recent published 
rate schedule was a “rate adjust- 
ment” and maintained this posi- 
tion throughout the conference. 

Mr. Stanford noted that in the 
franchise under which the Read- 
ing department does business, it 
operates as an independent com- 
Pany in outside towns and it in- 
cludes Lynnfield Center which is 
supplied by the Reading Light De- 
partment. 

The manager outlined the pro- 
cedures taken by his company in 
making the “rate adjustment” by 
noting that the Reading MLD was 
doing this “under legal advice} 
from the Department of Public 
Utilities.” One stipulation of the| 
Reading MLD's selling electricity 
to Lynnfield Center is that any 
“changes shall be by agreement 
by both parties.” 

Agreement has not been by 
both parties. Consequently, a 
week ago at the selectmen’s meet- 
ing, Selectman Mason J. Condon 
advised the board of this fact and 
furthermore went on record as 
vigorously opposing such action. 
Chairman Arthur S. Tewksbury, 
Jr., and Selectman Stanley E. 
Flagg likewise expressed surprise 
that such a rate schedule was 
published without their knowl- 
edge. 

A letter was immediately sent 
to the State DPU requesting a) 
public hearing and it is expected 
that such a date will be known 
shortly. A copy was also sent 
the Reading MLD informing them 
of this protest. 

Mr. Stanford repeatedly em- 
phasized the fact that there was| 
a “decrease” in rates. However, 
both Chairman Tewksbury and 


Light Dept. Manager, 
Selectmen Confer 


Selectman Condon took exception 
to this, as did Theodore R. Nelson, 
a member of the town’s electrical 
rate study committee which be- 
lieves there is an increase. 

The effect of electrical revenue 
from outside towns would result 
in a net increase of $5,238 after 
the schedules of residence, com- 
mercial and industrial rates were 
analyzed, it was explained by the 


manager. 

Mr. Stanford also noted that 
new off-peak power rates are in- 
cluded in the new schedule which 
is in effect as of Sept. 1. This 
pertains particularly to electric 
water heaters, 

Selectman Condon wanted to/' 
know why the Reading MLD 
didn’t come before the local 
Board of Selectmen before the 
members had to read it in the! 
newspaper first and find out that’ 
new rates were to be made. 

Mr. Stanford in- his rebuttal 
maintained that his department 
“acted under legal advice from the 
DPU and filed the new schedules 
accordingly,” and that his com- 
pany “merely followed legal pro- 
cedures on account of its being a 
municipal company operating 
outside its own municipality.” 

Chairman Tewksbury, Select- 
man Condon and Selectman Flagg 
agreed that it “would have been 
more for the Reading 
MLD to at least have had the 
courtesy of conferring with them 
(selectmen) on the proposal be- 
fore the rates were published.” 

In conclusion, Selectman Con- 
don conjectured that the “board 
might investigate the possibility 
of setting up a municipal light 
board for the Town of Lynnfield 
and buying its power from other 
sources.”” 

The town's clectrical rate study 
committee is expected to submit 
its report to selectmen next week.

Somehow this route meant cros- 
sing the twisting and turning 
Missouri River five or six 
times,

about 2000 miles of sidetrip-
